“J want you to come 
over to the bank and meet 
my senior partner before 
you get away.” The speak- 
er was ex-Senator N. 
Franklin, one of McLean 


ounty’s leading farmers, _ ae ; ; 
cottle feeders and bankers. His mentioning of his “senior partner” 


for the second or third time during the course of my brief visit of 
three hours increased my curiosity about this aged man who was 

in his eighties. 
~ So we Pao up the streets of the country town and stopped at 
the bank. “Must be over to the club,” said the cashier. So over 
to the club we went to look for what I supposed was a man totter- 
ing on the brink of the old age grave. “Ah, there’s father, shoot- 
ing a little game of pool with the boys. We'll wait till they finish 
their game. I[’ll match him at a game with any 80-year-old for 
the championship of the class.” : 

And then I remembered that “Ed” Hall has a father who is 
90, and the late Thomas McFarlane passed out at 84 the other day, 
and began to realize that those who are hunting for a fountain of 
youth should go to the feed lot. For here was a man stepping 
jightly around a pool table and pocketing the balls as neatly as a 
youth of twenty or thirty without a shake of the extended finger 
and looking under sixty instead of the 84 or more he was supposed 
to be. And he talked the same way, did Noah Franklin. Imagine a 
man shooting pool who began shipping cattle to Chicago 69 years 
ago! Yes, two years before there was a railroad into Chicago he 
was sending his fat beeves to that market. Union Stock Yards of- 
ficials at Chicago say that Mr. Noah Franklin is the oldest active 
shipper to the Chicago market. 

“Tf farmers would only realize how easy

denly becoming a member 
of the American Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Associa- 
tion, for this move surely 
meant pedigrees where 
heretofore only pedigreed 
bulls had been used. 

“Well, the time is here to put the herd on a pedigree basis,” 
said the Junior member. “When i was forced to turn down an 
offer for a carload of pure bred bulls patterned after five head in 
the Hall 1917 fat carload at the International Show, I knew it was 
time to get my calves where I could accept such offers. We are 
still making money at the cattle feeding game, and we have al- 
ways made money at it because we kept abreast of the times, but 
with land at $400 to $500 an acre, I can see that the time is here 
for this move. It was a great compliment to Father and I to have 
Mr. Trigg of the famous Goodnight ranch and his 16,000 head of 
range-bred Aberdeen-Angus offer to buy a carload of bulls of us 
because we were breeding the type, the quality and early maturity. 
Now every cow is to work in our herd with papers to send her sons 
out into the world.” : 

“But, Senator, what about all this land you have in grass? 
You know the University people have never taught that this was 
quite the way to farm in the grand old State of Illinois. Does this 
grass make you any money?” 

“Say,” he replied, “we have 550 acres of virgin pasture here 
that makes us more money as a strictly steer feeding proposition 
than does our corn land, and when we get into the pedigree business 
it will beat that some, we believe.” 

“What and how do you feed,” we countered, for an interview 
is not a real interview unless questions are 
asked. 

“We feed what we raise and raise what 


itis to raise a few calves of good beef type, 
‘hey would make a lot more money than 
by cropping off all the fertility of the soil,” 
said the Senior partner in telling of his 
advice to farmers and experiences with cat- 
tle As he was an old Shorthorn breeder 
who had changed breeds on a commercial! 
steer proposition, the Editor was especially 
interested in getting at his reasons for 
changing. 

“The Abcrdeen-Angus pure bred bulls 
simply get more uniform calves of better 
beef type and earlier maturity,” said Mr. 
Franklin. “I recall the first Aberdeen-An- 
gus bull we used some thirty years. ago. 
We used him on our pure bred herd of 
sixty red Shoithorns and every calf came 
black and hornless. It was a great demon- 
stration of the value of a good bull, and 
people still talk about that calf crop.” 

The Senator had come into the Ameri- 
can Aberdecn-Angus Breeders’ Association 
office at Chicago a few days before the 
Editor made this trip to his farm and had 
taken out a membership in the Association. 
Knowing that his Aberdeen-Angus baby 


we feed,” he replied, “and consider that a 
mighty good guide to cattle feeding. Some 
require a lot of imported and patent feeds, 
and I must admit we formerly thought it 
was necessary to bring in carloads of oil 
and cottonseed meals and large quantities 
of patent preparations to mix with the 
feeds, and we were continually having the 
manufacturers draw drafts for hundreds 
of dollars on us, but we have got over that 
idea. When you have plenty of blue grass, 
clover, alfalfa and corn, you have mighty 
near a balanccd ration that can’t be beaten. 
That’s our experience, and the markets have 
proved it for us when we got our cattle 
there.” 

“As to the breed, we’ve had all of them, 
having been Shorthorn breeders for years, 
but the feed lot has always been cur field 
and the Aberdeen-Angus have’ matured 
earlier and brought more money at the mar- 
kets. While the cows have all been pure 
breds, | think, we never kept up pedigrees, 
but we did buy the best bulls we could find. 
Breeders and feeders often asked us what 
we wanted with $500 bulls when $100 to

“Our herd of Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle is maintained strictly 
on a commercial basis. We keep 
it to produce yearling beef, an 
industry we have found profit- 
able. Most of our cows are elig- 
ible to registry, but as we are 
not in the pedigree cattle busi- 
ness, records are of no particular 
value. What we aim at is pro- 
ducing the biggest yearling at 
14 to 16 months of age. If any 
other breed excelled the Aber- 
deen-Angus in this performance

“Experience, extending over many years, has convinced us that

“We produce our own calves 
for the reason that we could not 
buy that kind on the market o¢ 
anywhere else. Breeders of 
black cattle are not letting the 
other fellow have them for fin- 
ishing purposes, consegently at 
weaning time their value to us 
is considerably higher than mar- 
ket quotations. Of course care 
is necessary and to this the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breed responds. 
They are essentially the farm- 
ers’ cattle. If not marketed in 
the yearling stage they can be 


carried along profitably, making them well adapted for grazing 
areas of less value than our cornbelt land. Properly treated, the 
Aberdeen-Angus cow is good property and its progeny, similarly 


handled, will make more money 
than a calf of any other breed. 
We have given the matter a test 
and our breeding herd is all 
black.”

King rincipal markets, as compared with the preceding four years, 
including an immense number of cows and heifers of all kinds, has 
leit this country short of both beef breeding female cattle and young 
sg people, however, even among cattle producers, dealers or 
slaughterers, ever stop to calculate or even consider how long it will 
take to recover from a cattle shortage after the need for such re- 
covery is realized and practical measures have been started to in- 
crease the cattle supply. It requires much longer than is generally 


supposed. Scarcity of Breeding Cattle 

When a country is short of female breeding cattle as the Unit- 
el States is today, the vital necessities of growth require at least 
seven years to replenish the ranks of breeding females and produce 
4 normal crop of beef steers ready for slaughter. That proposition 
is one of simple calculation, like two and two make four, and refer- 
ence to any veterinarian or practical stockman will verify it. 

Here is the demonstration. It is now December, 1919. The 
present depleted stock of breeding cows will be bred in June, 1920. 
As nine months are required for gestation, it will be March, 1921, 
when they deliver their calves, only half of them females. The lat- 
ter must be at least two years old when added to the breeding ranks 
and bred, which will extend the

as against 10,751,000 cattle and 1,015,000 
calves during the corresponding period of 
1918, showing a decrease of 789,000 cattle 
and an increase of 251,000 calves; while as 
compared with the corresponding previous five year averages, 1913 
to 1917, inclusive, there was an increase of 2,618,000 cattle, or 35.6 
per cent, and of 623,000 calves, or nearly double. 

The decline in cattle receipts at the five principal markets for 
the year to date of this writing, Dec. 15th, is about 965,000 head, as 
compared with the corresponding period of last year. 

Big Feeder Movement 

The combined feeder movement, including cows, heifers, calves, 
stockers and steers for immediate feed lot use, from the same six 
markets during the first eleven months of the present year, was 
2,656,000 head, as against 2,443,000 head during the corresponding 
period of 1918, or an increase of 213,000. 

In slaughter at the same points, there were killed during the - 
first eleven months of this year 5,881,000 cattle and 1,093,000 calves, 
as against 6,837,000 cattle and 939,000 calves during the same period 
of 1918, showing a decrease of 956,000 cattle and an increase of 
154,000 calves; while as compared with the corresponding previous 
five year averages, 1913 to 1917, inclusive, there was an increase of 
1,366,000 cattle and 514,000 calves. 

Estimating the last fifteen days of December, the slaughter of 
cattle at these six markets during 1919 totals about 6,460,000, as 
against 7,572,000 last year, showing a decrease of 1,112,000 head, 
or 14.7 per cent, while the slaughter of calves will total about 1,- 
182,000, as against 1,015,000 in 1918, an increase of 167,000 head, or 
1642 per cent. ; 

Increase of Slaughter 48.2 Per Cent in 4 Years 

The total slaughter of cattle at these six markets during the 
last four years, 1916 to 1919, inclusive, was 26,034,000, as against 
17,566,000 during the previous four years, 1912 to 1915, inclusive, an 
increase of 8,468,000 head, or 48.2 per cent. The slaughter of calves 
during the same period was 3,788,000, as against 2,222,000 during 
the previous four years, an increase of 1,566,000 head, or 70.5 per 
cent. 

The slaughter of cattle for the whole United States in 1918 was 
15,750,000, and in 1917 was 13,724,- 
000, whiie the slaughter of calves 
was 7,767,000 and 7,030,000, re-

The Texas Breeding Ground 
During the last three years of 
drought many thousands of cows 
and heifers have been shipped from 
Texas and the southwest to mar- 
ket. mainly for slaughter. I doubt 
if Texas has much more than 50 per 
cent of a full normal supply of 
breeding stock. With splendid 
crops and grass this year she is ac- 
quiring more breeding cows, and 
with more heifers maturing she 
may have 75 per cent of a normal 
supply by the end of next year. 
But owing to the breaking up‘ of 
grazing territory into farms and 
the general decline in beef con- 
sumption, it is certain that Texas 
will never again equal the past in 
the number of her cattle population, 
and that region is the naturai 
breeding ground for the nation. A 
decline here means a decline in the 
supply of young cattle for the feed 
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lots of the corn belt and for grazing in the pasture regions. 

Owing to the continued drought of last year, followed by one of 
the severest winters ever known in Texas and the southwest, there 
was hardly more than a 50 per cent calf drop this year in that re- 
gion, but owing to the splendid crops and grass this year nearly 100 
per cent calf drop is expected for 1920. This means that fewer cat- 
tle will be fed in the corn belt and grazed in the pasture regions 
during the coming season, and will be an important element of mar- 
ket scarcity during the next year. It would not be surprising if

Northwest Greatly Reduced 

In a recent review of western cattle conditions, “Rosenbaum 
Review,” a standard authority, says: 

“Wyoming and Montana are going into the winter with greatly reduced cat- 
tle herds. At a conservative estimate 50 per cent less bovine stock will be carried 
through the coming season than last year, short range and prohibitive cost of hay 
being the liquidating influences. 

“The whole western cattle industry from the Rio Grand up into Canada and 
from the Missouri River to the Pacific Coast has been hard hit by vicissitude of 
one variety or another during the past three years, drought and sub-arctic winters 
being the chief causes of adversity. Outside Colorado and Nebraska depletion has 
been serious. Texas and California are already restocking, that problem promis- 
ing to assume gigantic proportions when the time comes for Wyoming and Mon- 
tana to participate. This year’s beef roundup has caught young steers and females 
by the hundred thousand that under more faverable conditions would either figure 
in the supply of 1920 and 1921 or add several crops of calves to the wealth of the 
grazing region. , 

“The situation and the prospect both warrant concern as to the source from 
which the cornbelt is to draw its stock of young cattle for finishing purposes dur- 


ing the next half decade.” 


Summary of Present General Conditions 
From all the above facts we have the following logical sum- 
mary: , : 
1. Beginning with thejnear panic at the close of 1907, a tre- 
mendous demand for cheap beef, which persists clear up to the pres- 


ent hour. ’ ; 
2. An immense sacrifice of cows and heifers to satisfy this 
great demand for cheap beef, leaving the whole country seriously 
short of breeding stock. ; 
3. The depletion of the nation’s stock of female cattle forcing

The impos- 
sible doesn’t happen, 
We cannot kill cattle 
and keep them too. The 
ratio of slaughter has 
; exceeded that of pro- 
duction during the last five years. The excessive marketing during 
the war period is no indication of over-production, but rather of de- 
pletion. A cattle increase during the last four years at the seven 
principal markets of 6,000,000 head, or over 83 per cent, means rapid 
destruction. Cattle receipts at the principal markets for the cur- 
rent year will show a decrease of about one million head compared 
with 1918. Assuming that drought in the west dislodged half a mil- 
lion head prematurely, the shrinkage is one and one-half million 
head. These figures are significant. I predict that the coming cen- 
sus will demonstrate that the annual cattle estimates issued by the 
er of Agriculture since 1914 have been grossly exagger- 
ated. 
In this connection, it should be borne in mind that these annual 
government live stock estimates do not purport to be figures of 
preduction, but only the supposed number of animals on farms and 
ranges at a given date. Millions of young animals never get into 
the government figures at all, while some of the older ones appear 
many times. 


What of the Future? 


Now, what of the future cattle supply ? 

Conversations during the recent International Stock Show at 
Chicago with many men who are in position to observe and obtain 
first-hand information about the live stock industry in their re 
spective states, including stockmen, rural bankers, agricultural col- 
lege men, county agents and others, in which they were asked 
whether the number of cattle on feed this winter is greater or less 
than last winter, led to one answer, viz.: they all reported less. And 
this in spite of the fact that statistics show as large or larger move- 
ment of feeder cattle to the country than last year. 

These statistics must be explained. The study of figures soon 
teaches that the chief value of facts and numbers is not in them- 
selves, but in their proper interpretation and application. If not 
properly interpreted they are more than likely to be misleading. 
This applies to the present instance. Those interested in these fig- 
ures should bear in mind that not all the cattle classed as feeder 
shipments go into the feed lots to be fattened, and that as young 
cattle become scarcer in the country the number of such cattle pur 
chased at market increases, without increasing the total number 
sent to the feed lots.

WASN’T SO BAD, WAS IT? 


Looking back over 1919 as we steam ahead into 1920, y 
lieve even the most pessimistic will have to admit that the — 
deen-Angus public sales were a source of gain for the breed ; 
average of $511 a head for over five thousand head of pure fie 
is quite a little business for an infant like the Aberdeen-Ane, 
There’s no need of our getting all puffed up over what we — 
done, as there is a lot of room to improve on it, but cattle pi 
getting more numerous and better values are being established 
by means of the sale ring. That’s one thing noticeable at once: 
wherever the public sale has any hold, values are established “ 
a higher plane and everybody in that territory is benefitted by the 
establishment of such values. 

Another. lesson not to be overlooked is that the fitting of 
cattle for sale is an item worth a lot of money for the trouble and 
feed. A bushel of corn put into a sale animal will pay big retums 
and the withholding that bushel of corn is withholding profit on the 
business. It may have been a surprise to many breeders to note 
those three sales down around $130 in Iowa where the $2,000 sale 
has become familiar talk. But those cattle were being “dumpeq” 
and the men getting rid of them didn’t think they were worth 
putting feed into, and the general trade took them at the owner’s 
idea of what they were worth. 

All of which gets back to the idea that there are lots of men 
who can breed beef, and many who can breed pedigrees, but only 
a few who can combine the two for the writing of breed and sale 
ring history. The sale business is a highly specialized selling 
game, and the men who know it thoroughly are taking out good 
profits. We can’t all expect to take out big profits from the out- 
set until we learn the business and get established reputations, —

AGAIN ABERDEEN-ANGUS SETS THE PACE 
FOR EARLY MATURITY OF BEEFSTEAKS! 


An Aberdeen-Angus cross-bred heifer did more than win a fat 
show championship at Smithfield the other day; she set the pace 
for early maturity in the Old Country, just as Aberdeen-Angus 
have always set the pace for early maturity in America and in 
Great Britain. Blue Bell is a yearling, the first yearling to ever 
win the Smithfield championship, the highest breeding-feeding 
honor of the Old Country. Two-year-olds have won heretofore for 
a long stretch of years. And when the two-year-old class was 
broken into for Smithfield cahmpionship honors for the first time, 
back in 1881, it was also an Aberdeen-Angus heifer which set the 
pace. 

Aberdeen-Angus for early maturity is an old story on this side 
of the water, the name “baby beef” originating with Aberdeen-An- 
gus steers at the Chicago stock ards several years ago before 
there was a regular classification for finished beeves under two 
years of age. Senator Franklin of McLean County, Illinois, who 
has annually topped the Chicago market with Aberdeen-Angus 
“babies” of his own breeding and feeding, states that when he and 
his father began crossing Aberdeen-Angus bulls on their Shorthorns 
nearly forty years ago, they immediately noticed they could get 
their steers to market earlier in prime finish. Twenty years ago, 
when the range began breaking up and there was a re-adjustment 
all along the line of beef making, the Franklins were quick to take 
advantage of the early maturing qualities of their Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle for a re-adjustment in beef making operation that would 
permit them to remain in the cattle feeding business at a time 
when old-time feeders and old-time feeding methods were being 
economically forced off the boards. In spite of the fact that their 
land was some of the highest priced farming land in the Grain 
Belt, they found by means of the beeves that would mature as long 
yearlings they could stay in the business and make more money 
than from straight grain farming. 

And in our show rings, Aberdeen-Angus set the early maturity 
pace. Stanley Pierce’s grand champion steer at the first Interna- 
tional show, in 1990, was a yearling. Two-year-old steers won for

some time in the carlot show, but when the tide turned, it was 
Aberdeen-Angus which led the way. Escher & Ryan’s yearlings 
won over their two-year-olds in both 1911 and 1913 for supreme 
carlot honors, and by that time the economy of the earlier matured 
steer was established. 

But leave it to the boys and girls to bring the truth home 


about the early maturing qualities of the Aberdeen-Angus as com-- 


pared with the other breeds. They have been proving it over and 
over in county, state and national shows in increasing emphasis, 
year after year, for the past three or four years. With the Iowa 
state championship going to the Doddie calves for the past two 
years with classes of 107 and 174, while Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
Florida and South Dakota state shows and the Sioux City Inter- 
State and the International have also been picking the same color, 
not to mention dozens of smaller county shows, the facts of early 
maturity are being brought home to the neighborhoods where here- 
tofore they have not known. No longer is it necessary to indulge in 
generalities about “earliest maturity.” A breeder of the kind with 
“something under the hide” can state facts to prove his case.

DODDIES SWEEP OLD 
COUNTRY FAT SHOWS 


By James R. Barclay, Sec., Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Society, Scotland 

The British Fat Stock shows have now been resumed, though 
war-time conditions are not yet sufficiently far removed to allow 
of their being held with all the outward evidences that characterized 
the shows of the pre-war days. In one particular there is little 


change; namely, in the way Aberdeen-Angus cattle and Crosses of 


the Breed have practically swept the board in all the more important 
inter-breed contests. 

The victories of the Breed began at Norwich, where Mr. A. W. 
Bailey Hawkins of Stagenhoe, Herts, won supreme honors with a 
yearling Aberdeen-Angus heifer, which, if all goes well, may soon 
be landed on your shores. 

At Birmingham, black Polled Crosses of the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed were conspicuously successful—one of these, a two-year-old 
steer by an Aberdeen-Angus sire, winning for Mr. T. Douglas 
Fletcher of Rosebaugh the reserve championship of the show, be- 
sides being the best steer exhibited. The leading prizes in the butch- 
ers’ classes fell to the Black Polls. 

Edinburgh, the leading show in Scotland, resulted in notable 
victories for Crosses showing the two top sires of Aberdeen-Angus 
blood. A two-year-old steer shown by Mr. Alex Reid, Mary Park, 
Ballindalloch, scaling over 1642 cwts. won Grand Championship hon- 
ors. He is by an Aberdeen-Angus sire and out of a cross cow com- 
bining Aberdeen-Angus and Shorthorn blood. A yearling blue-grey 
heifer shown by Mr. J. F. Cumming, Kinermony, was the reserve 
champion of the show. She is by Edgar of Dalmeny, to which refer- 
ence was made in a recent number of “The Aberdeen-Angus Jour- 
nal,” showing that this:great sire now in your country is a breeder 
of the right kind, producing in one year the champion bull at Perth, 
and the champion fat stock show animal of Britain, for this heifer 
when she was sent on to the London Smithfield show won over all 
competitors and breeds. The reserve at Smithfield was the black 
Polled three-parts Aberdeen-Angus ox, which had vanquished the 
heifer at Edinburgh. The heaviest yearling steer in Smithfield 


show was a pure bred Aberdeen-Angus, as [Continued on page 15 
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Girls’ Doddie Champion of Minnesota 


Mildred Oelke’s Winner Sold for 76 cents 
a Pound; Averages: Angus 33.3; Herefords 
23.6; Shorthorns 19.3 cents a Pound 


Minnesota boys and girls put 
on one fine demonstration for the 
Aberdeen-Angus at South St. Paul 
in the annual Junior Live Stock 
Show, November 19th-21st. Rush 
of events has crowded out a report 
until now. The grand champion of 
the show was an Aberdeen-Angus, fed and 
raised by a girl, Miss Mildred Oelke, Blue 
Earth, Minn. At the auction following the 
show, when the packer buyers bought the 
calves, the Doddie sold for the Minnesota 
record of 76 cents a pound, while the breed 
as a whole showed a more marked premium 
over Herefords and Shorthorns than at the 
Wisconsin state show for boys and girls. 

Seven aberdeen-Angus calves averaged 
.83 dollars a pound, 11 Herefords .236 dol- 
lars, and 14 Shorthorns .193 dollars; in cents 
these would be 33 1-3, 23 3-5, and 19 1-3, or 
a superiority of nearly 10 cents a pound for 
the Doddie calf over the Hereford, and 14 
cents a pound over the Shorthorn. Of 
course, there were only seven Aberdeen-An- 
gus calves sold and the champion 76 cents 
was included. Throwing out this one and 
the Doddie still had an average of 26 1-10 
cents. 

John Imboden of Illinois judged the cal- 
ves. He had a string of 80 calves to judge 


in the senior class, which included calves 
born between August 1, 1918, and January 
1, 1919. When these calves were led into 
the ring they completely filled the judging 
arena, and the pavilion was well filled with 
fond parents, Juniors, and others interested 
in the success of the show. 

The calf was sired by a pure bred Angus 
bull. His mother was a grade Angus. On 
Sept. 1, after seven months’ feeding, he 
weighed 970 pounds, a gain of 550 pounds 
or a trifle more than 2% pounds daily. The 
cost of this gain was approximately 10 cents 
per pound. He weighed 1,085 pounds on the 
day he was shown. 

“T started feeding Ebony Prince Feb. 1st.” 
Mildred said. “For the first 60 days I fed 
silage, shelled corn and oats. After that I 
gradually increased the grain ration, giving 
him all the corn he would eat, also plenty 
of alfalfa hay. After a few months I added 
oilmeal and ground feeds, such as bran, so 
during the last 60 days of the feeding period

Few Choice Cattle at National Stock Yards 


National Stock Yards, IIl., Dec. 23, 1919.— 
While more fed cattle have been coming to 
the yards for the last few weeks, there has 
been a scarcity of real choice grades. Local 
killers have been eager bidders on the few 
consignments of cattle that have been full 
fed. Light weight choice and prime cattle 
have been especially well received by the 
buying forces. Last week one load of 650 
lb. mixed steers and heifers went to a local 
packer at $20.00 per cwt. They were ex- 
ceptionally well bred and finished and so 
far as their shape and appearance were con- 
cerned were counterparts in miniature of 
prime, heavy beef cattle. Another consign- 
ment consisting of one load of 1010 Ib. steers 
not as good quality or as well finished as 
the lighter cattle, brought $20.75. Aside 
from these two sales and a few odd head 
that sold at Christmas prices, no strictly 
choice cattle have been on this market for 
some time. 


Calves at Kansas City, 1919, Break Record 


Kansas City, Mo., Jan. 2, 1920—-The new 
record calf supply of 383,142 head at Kan- 
sas City in 1919 were larger than the pre- 
vious record of 1918 by 57,407 head, an in- 
crease of 17.6 per cent. This supply showed 
an increase of 163,304 head or 42.6 per cent 
when compared with the ten year average 
for the period 1909 to 1918 inclusive. Prac- 
tically every state shipping to this market 
sent in an increased number of calves al- 
though there was a noticeable decrease in 
offerings from the Pan Handle of Texas. 
Despite record receipts the prices paid were 
highest ever known at this market. From 
July to October the high period $18.00 was 
paid frequently. Best in February, the low 


_ month, brought $13.50, while at the close of 


the year offerings sold up to $16.00 around 
$1.00 under the December high spot. Fluc- 


tuations were sharp and frequent, but de- 
mand for killing classes held up compara- 
tively well and these unusually high prices 
prevailed despite smaller competition from 
country buyers. 
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Pinnell & Bennett Angus Steers at $20.25 


The feature of the cattle trade 
at Chicago this week was the ar- 
rival ‘'uesday of four loads of 
steers fed by Pinnell & Bennett, 
Kansas, Illinois. Two loads of 
these cattle entered the stock 
show, while the balance was sold 
by our firm at $20.25 per cwt. These were 
two year old cattle and the price was top 
of the market that day and highest on that 
class since April 1 this year. ‘lhere were 31 
head—23 Angus and eight Herefords—in 
the lot, averaging 1,287 lbs. The Herefords 
were the light end of a load purchased thru 
our house at Kansas City, July 15, 1918, av- 
eraging 633 lbs., at $11.00 per -cwt. The 
Angus were bought at Fayette, Mo., about 
the middle of October, 1918, averaging 600 
lbs., at $11.00 per cwt. 

Both of the above lots of cattle were put 
into a blue grass pasutre upon their arrival 
at the Pinnell & Bennett feeding plant and 
kept there until November 1 of last year. 
Atter that date and until January 1, they 
were fed clover hay. At the inception of 
this year they were started on a light feed 
of ear corn. This method was continued 
until April 1, when the cattle were put on 
a full feed of one and one-half lbs. of Ral- 
ston’s Purina and a half bushel of corn a 
day. During this summer they had a blue 
grass pasture to run on, while about Octo- 
ber 15 they were given access to clover hay, 
fed in racks, as well as having the run of 
the blue grass pasture. 

Both Mr. Pinnell and Mr. Bennett accom- 
panied the shipment to market. Their show 
offerings are of the same high type of qual- 
ity and finish that they are noted for ob- 
taining through their method of -feeding. 
No doubt is entertained that their stock will 
not fail to add more honors to the long list 
Messrs. Pinnell & Bennett have already 
gained, both on the open market and in the 


show ring.—Live Stock Report, Chicago, 
Nov. 27th.

How The Hall International Carloads 
Were Fed 


The third prize load of fat cattle in the 
corn belt district of the carlot show at the 
recent International was the Aberdeen-An- 
gus load fed by Ed P. Hall, Mechanicsburg, 
Ill. This lot was purchased by Armour & 
Company at $27.50 a hundred, the average 
weight being 952 pounds. Mr. Hall showed 
five other loads in addition for which he 
received an average price of $26.80. A few 
of Mr. Hall’s steers were bred by himself, 
but the bulk of them were purchased from 
the best Aberdeen-Angus breeders of Iowa, 


_Illinois, Indiana and Missouri. 


The animals were purchased by the head 
rather than by the pound, so figures on 
their cost per cwt. cannot be given. All of 
the steers were sired by registered bulls, 
while their dams were either registered or 
unregistered pure breds, only a few calves 
coming from high grade cows. These cat- 
tle were all put on heavy feeding as soon as 
possible after weaning and were put on fuil 
feed for the show about January 1, 1919. 
Their daily ration consisted of four-fifths 
gvrain and one-fifth oats with all the clover 
hay they would eat. In the winter, they 
were run on blue grass pasture, and at no 
time received shelter. All the cattle were 
vearlings and were particularly notable for 
their uniformity and smoothness. Thé av- 
erage weight of Mr. Hall’s six loads was 
1063% pounds, Armour securing his lisht- 
est load. This proved to be an exceptionally

Chicago Range Cattle Receipts Establish 
New Record 
While the count reveals that the receipis 
of northwestern range cattle at Chicago this 


.year have been the largest on record, the 


total to Dec. 20th being approximately 460,- 
000 compared with 431,000 last year, the 
record up to that time, the run has been 
woefully deficient from a beef standpoint. 
The marketward movement began unusuaily 
early owing to drought conditions and a 
more attractive market than was expected 
later, around 45,000 head reaching Chicago 
during July, or practically twice as many 
as in the heaviest corresponding month, and 
reached high tide in October, when about 
120,000 head were received from that source. 
A liberal movement continued through No- 
vember, when more than 90,000 arrived, ana 
owing largely to the inability of carriers to 
move the big fall runs promptly, the supply 
during December has been unusually heavy. 
A good percentage of the late November and 
December supply, however, has consisted of 
stock that was moved from drought sections 
of the northwest during the summer to the 
cut-over districts of Wisconsin, Michigan 
and Minnesota. While Montana was far 
the greatest contributor to Chicago range 
cattle receipts, the run of Canadian cattle 
has been much larger than ever before. 
Flesh condition of the offerings has been 
the poorest in years and weights far below 
normal. Bulk of the supply which has car- 
ried a liberal percentage of female and 
young stock, has been fit only for the stock- 
er and feeder outlet and for canner and 
cutter purposes. The big bulk of the range 
steers selling here during the season sold 
from $8.50 to $12.00 with a very limited 
number up to $15.00 and above, and a good 
many light thin tailings down to $6.00 to 
$7.00. Correspondence to local commission 
agents indicates that there are still a num- 
ber of shipments en route and awaiting 
transportation facilities enough probably to 
bring the season’s total at Chicago close to 
the half million mark.

Storms Cause Heavy Live Stock Losses in 
Montana and Wyoming 


Denver, Colo.—Severe losses in both cat- 
tle and sheep already have been sustained 
by range stockmen of Wyoming and Mon- 
tana through a succession of terrific storms 
which recently swept that section of the 
country, according to information received 
by the Local Reresentative of the Bureau 
of Markets. The storms were accompanied 
bv extreme low temperatures, driving winds 
and in many cases heavy snowfalls. Re- 
ports of as much as four feet of snow lying 
on the ground in certain localities have been 
received. To add to the seriousness of the 
situation much of the stock is emaciated, 
low in flesh and in no condition to withstand 
the rigors of a severe winter. During the 


blizzards, many herds and bands, drifting - 


before the storms, were broken up and small 
bunches are said to be wandering far from 
their ranges. It is claimed that consider-

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Increased Receipts at South § 

So. St. Paul, Minn., Jan. 6, 1920 Real 
of all kinds of live stock at the So. st a 
market in 1919 were greatert than those of 
the -receeding year. Cattle receipts total 
ed 1,170,244 as compared with 1,161,592 1 
ceived 1918. The increased cattle receipts 
however, may be mostly accounted for be. 
cause of drought conditions over a lap 
section of the range country which conty. 
butes a larger percentage of the cattle re- 
ceipts at this market during the fall months 
While the total receipts for the year only 
show an increase of 8,652, the state of Mon- 
tana alone forwarded 56,335 more cattle to 
this market in 1919 than in 1918. Another 
factor which contributed to no small extent 
increasing the cattle receipts was the growth 
of trade in Canadian cattle at this market. 
Receipts of Canadian cattle for 1919 totaled 
178,162, an increase of 89,096 over 1918 
Receipts of calves for 1919 totaled 320,682 
a scompared with 268,816 for 1918, an in- 
crease of 51,866. The increase of calves 
can not be totally accounted for by inereas- 
ed marketing from either the western range 
territory or from Canada and is largely ac- 
counted for by the trade here as an increase 
in the number of cattle in the territory 
which contributes heavily to receipts at this 
market, namely: the states of Minnesota, 
North and South Dakota and upper Wiscon- 
sin. Receipts of hogs for 1919 totaled 2, 
189,716 as compared with 2,061,390 for 1918, 
an increase of 128,326. The increase of 
hogs came mostly from the territory men- 
tioned which regularly contributes the large 
percentage of receipts of live stock at this 
market and shows increased production dur- 
ing the past year which probably was large- 
ly accounted for by the high price of hogs 
and also by the good crops of corn and small 
grain which were received in this territory 
during 1918 and also again during the sea- 
son just past. The receipts of sheep for 
1919 totaled 911,885 as compared with 630,- 
203 for 1918, an increase of 281,682. Mon- 
tana marketed here during the year 219,322 
head as compared with 162987 head the 
previous year, an increase of 56,335. The 
biggest percentage of the rest of the in- 
crease of 281,000 for the year probably were 
sheep that were moved from Montana and 
other Western range states to pasture in 
Northern Minnesota and Wisconsin and 
North and South Dakota and then marketed 
here later.

This was 
about the time when freezing chambers = 
first being installed in ocean liners. bn 
Triumph, which ran ashore at Tiri in t ‘ 
eighties, was the first vessel to be talke 
of in connection with the refrigerator In 
New Zealand, by the way. It took some ~ 
tle time for the breed affected by the big 
southern firm—the New Zealand and Aus- 
tralian Land Company---to become as pop- 
ular with New Zealand producers as it ber 
in the States and Canada, and later in Sout 
Africa and the Argentine. In_ the _later 
eighties, however, there was a migration of 
Southern cattle men to the North, and the 
early nineties saw the arrival of the black 
cattle in Hawke’s Bay. What was ee 
fortune there, and how they took to hil 
pastures, is a matter of common knowledge. 
for the freezing industry brought its own 
impetus to the advancement of this great 
beef breed. In 1882 Mr. Handyside brought 
two bulls from the New Zealand and Aus- 
tralian Land Company’s herd to what is 
now known as the Marananga Estate, or- 
iginanlly South Akitio. This was the first 
appearance of the Doddy in Wellington. 
After Messrs. Handyside and Rcberts, Mes- 
srs, Williams, McLean, Douglas, Carlyon, 
and B. Chambers have done their share in 
domiciling the Scotch polls in Hawke’s Bay. 
uater inthusiasts are the two Macfarlanes, 
of Ben Lomond and of Waiternui respect- 
ively; Messrs. W. Branson and H. B. Wil- 


tiams, of Gisborne; F. Armstrong, of Akitio; 
F. A. Price, of Maunganui; Hutchinson and 
Sons, of Rissington; and A. J. Toxward, of 
Marananga. 


The Ship T. E. Mitledge Brought the First 
erdeen-Anagus Cattle to New Zealand 
1863— Made Fine Showing Since 


The black ruil, as may be noted from train 
windows, is climbing northwards along the 
Main Trunk. It is now at home on the 
grazing runs of Poverty Bay. Mr. Harry 
Hume’s herd at Masterton is only a begin- 
ning of the line of b’ack, pure and crossed, 
that runs out to the coastal runs east from 
Martinborough and Featherston. Black cat- 
tle dot the hills of Rongomai and Tane, and 
press out towards Alfredton. Exportation 
to Australia has become a development of 
the Dominion trade in Aberdeen-Angus, and 
bulls of the leading strains are eagerly 
sought after for Commonwealth pastures as 
well as for those of the Dominion. Indeed, 
from New Zealand Aberdeen-Angus stock 
the best herds on the other side of the Tas- 
man Sea have been built up. The great 
stud sires of the black breed in New Zea- 
land are steadily rising in value, and prices 
at present day sales are beating their own 
records every year. 

It is the early maturity of the breed that 
makes for its wide popularity among graz- 
iers. Also, the fine quality of the beef tells 
in price lists constantly. It is claimed by 
the most zealous among its admirers, that 
the Doddie, like the Ayrshire, can 
live where a goat can. This, however, is 
not the argument of Scotch breeders, who 
claim that their favorite cattle require gen- 
erous feeding; and their appreciation of 
good cattle is no less warm than is ours. 
It seems to be immune from the ravages of 
climate. On the slopes of Scotch hills the 
parent stock were evolved, and up towards 
the snow line of our ranges the family in 
New Zealand makes it way. It does not 
object to heat, and in the drought-scourged 
lands of Queensland, on humid Pacific is- 
lands, as in the keen dry air of South Africa 
it is as much at home as it is on grazing 
runs of Poverty Bay or Manawatu. For 
baby beef the Aberdeen-Angus is unrivalled. 
A two-year-old steer makes fully matured 
beef. As for the black hornless cows—one 


-of the oldest dams in New Zealand is a stud 


Aberdeen-Angus cow in calf to a noted sire 
with a good eighteen-month daughter run- 
ning in the same paddock. 

Wherever the grazing of beef takes pre- 
cedence over dairy interests, there the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus become first known, and they 
are popular, chiefly because a black herd is 


so easily fattened; secondly, because 

etween weight and flavor no beast 
has such claims to be first favorite 
with the butcher. He is, in short, 
the butcher’s choice, because he al- 
ways weighs higher than was an- 
ticipated. He is appreciated by drov- 
ers because of all back country herds the 
black polled cattle, wild though they may be, 
are the most intelligent beasts in the drove. 
There is a picture of a mob taken overland 
from Akitio to Wellington in Mr. Handy- 
side’s day. It was pictured at Masterton, 
and the photograph gives a very good pre- 
sentment of the fine condition maintained 
in doing half the journey. Then these cat- 
tle become favorites with the grazier when 
he finds with how little expenditure the herd 
can build up balance sheets. Lastly, the 
doddy pleases the passer-by, in the hill 
counrty at any rate, for few beasts make as 
fine a figure as he does on the mist-draped 
hillsides of half the Aberdeen-Angus coun- 
try—behind Gisborne, or on spreading downs 
in Hawke’s Bay or along coastlands east of 
the Wairarapa. 

Castle Rock, Endfield, and Gladbrook 
herds made ancient history of the breed in 
the Dominion. The more modern Gwavas, 
Akitio, Waiterenui, Turihana, Marananga, 
Waipaoa, etc., are now in line with the older 
Abcrdeen-Angus stations and running them 
close. But there is a tendency among some 
of the new breeders to trade on the fact 
that the doddy refuses to starve—that if he 
cannot gct to first class pasture he makes 
shift with second best or even tenth rate. 


This is dangerous. Says a Scotch authority: 
“Wherever one finds advanced agriculture 
and scientific cropping the peculiar merits 
of the Aberdeen-Angus cannot be too wide- 
ly known.” Again the same writer speaks 
of climate: “Climate has a determining in- 
fluence in fixing the adaptability of a breed, 
and so far it seems fair to claim that in al- 
most every climate of the farming world of 
six continents, the polled Angus thrives 
well.” So far as the climate zone of New 
Zealand is known, this is true of our Aber- 
deen-Angus, for the handsome black cattle 
fatten in heat or cold, at high or low levels. 
However, now that more stress is to be laid 
on constitution and registering our herds, it 
will be found that the Scotch rule as to good 
feeding holds with special force —From New 
Zealand Farmer, Stock and Station Journal.

cows and heifers have been bought and ship- 
ped from the markets this year to replace 
foundation stock previously forced from 
breeding territory by drought conditions, all 
classed “stockers and feeders” in the re- 
ports. 

A new movement of both stockers anc: 
breeding females from the primary markets 
to Texas and the southwest has developed, 
both Kansas City and Omaha recently ship- 
ping southward cattle of that description by 
the train load. Moreover, there are many 
duplications of “feeder” cattle in the rec- 
ords, especially when too many markets are 
included in the representative showing, such 
for example, as both St. Paul and Chicago, 
and this year under new regulations a large 
number of cattle from Canada and certain 


sections of the United States have been in- 
spected and consigned as “feeders” to avoid 
being unloaded in the quarantine division at 
market and having their disposal restricted 
to sale for slaughter only. Unless such con- 
ditions are known and included in the cal- 
culation, consideration of these figures is 
apt to be misleading. ; 

When proper deductions are made, the 
actual number of young cattle sent to the 
feed lots for next year’s market supply will 
be found less than usual, while the emptying 
of feed lots through premature shipments of 
cattle to market, included by rapidly declin- 
ing average prices and a desire to avoid a 
heavy winter feed bill, has been and is going 
on at an unusual rate. ; 

All this means that fewer cattle will be 
marketed in 1920 than in either 1919 or 1918. 
A Logical Forecast 

Taking the country as a whole, never 


before was there a greater scarcity of feed 
lot supplies, and never before was it so dif- 
ficult to pick up in the country young stock 
suitable for feed lot use, and never was there 
less inclination on the part of farmers and 
feeders generally to risk a combination of 
high-priced feeder cattle and high-priced 
feeds, which means that fewer cattle will be 
prepared for market next year and for sev- 
eral years to come. 

Never before were the general cattle 
holdings of the southwestern and western 
range regions reduced to so low an ebb as 
at present, and it will take them years to 
recover, hence fewer cattle for market and 
fewer young cattle for feed lots must be ex- 
pected from these regions next year and for 
several years to come.
